time he tells what he 
knows 
of the 
case. 
He had a 
fr iend in 
the 70s who was also 
well known in the Black Hills, 
and befor e the fr iend died he r e­ 
lated to Pier ce the incidents r ela­ 
tive to the killing 
of all of the 
member s of the Bender family. 
W hen 
the 
Y o r k 
family 
was 
killed and the tr agedy was tr aced 
to the home of the Bender s,Pier ce’s 
fr iend was among those fr om the 
city o f Cherry v a le who went o ut 
to investigate 
the conditions of 
th in g s a t th e B en d er ro a d h o u se. 
T h ere were twenty-four men in 
the par ty, one of the men being an 
old buffalo hunter . 
They found 
the house deser ted, and in sear ch­ 
ing the house the bedstead in the 
west r oom, about which so much 
has been said, was found to be full 
of bullet holes, and dr ied blood 
was on the mattr ess. 
They found 
the tr ap door behind 
a cur tain, 
which led 
into 
the cellar , into 
wnich the dead bodies had been 
thr own until dar k, when they wer e 
taken out into 
the 
gar den 
and 
bur ied. 
The sear ching ¡)ar ty next went 
out into the gar den and commenced 
looking for 
the 
spot 
wher e 
the 
bodies had been bur ied. 
A wagon 
r od was used to pr obe the gr ound 
for a soft place, and finally a spot 
was found that was 
soft. 
A lter 
down a shor t 
ways 
the 
body of one of the Y'^or k childr en 
was found, and the contor tions of 
the face and body made it look as 
though the child had been bur ied 
alive. 
Fifteen bodies wer e found 
by the par ty in the gar den, includ­ 
ing the Texas cattleman, who was 
supposed to have been shot in the 
west r oom. 
The old buffalo man had been 
looking ar ound for the tr ail of the 
family, which had made its escape. 
The tr ail of an old r ickety wagon 
was found, and the buffalo hunter 
followed it up ail day, and about 
nightfall came upon the family, 
camped near a cr eek. 
The scout 
r etur ned to the par ty of Cher r y­ 
vale men and r epor ted his find. 
They agr eed upon going back with 
the scout and exter minating the 
entir e family. 
The posse was divided into thr ee 
par ts, and the Bender family was 
sur r ounded. 
One of the posse ac­ 
cidentally dischar ged his r ifle be­ 
for e the pr oper time, w'hich gave 
the war ning of danger to the Ben­ 
der people. They immediately pr e­ 
par ed for defense. 
The buffalo hunter fir ed at long 
r ange at old man Bender and hit 
him in the back. 
Another volley 
fr om the posse, and John and his 
mother fell dead. 
Kate was the 
last one to be 
shot. 
The 
posse 
then went to the scene and piled 
the four dead bodies in a heap and 
bur ned them, adding to the fir e the 
wagon, har ness and camp outfit.
